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Indoor TV Antenna 

Your Optimus Indoor TV Antenna gives you great recep- 
tion of VHF and UHF broadcast TV channels in most 
viewing locations. The antenna’s ultramodern, low-profile 
design blends well with modern TVs and other audio and 
video devices, and you can install it almost anywhere 
near your TV. The antenna’s built-in frequency matching 
circuitry provides quality reception of most TV signals, its 
tuning dial helps you tune even weak signals, and its ad- 
justable elements reduce “ghosting” and improve recep- 
tion. The built-in antenna/media source switch lets you 
switch between the antenna and another device, such as 
a camcorder, video game console, or direct-to-home sat- 
ellite system. 

You can connect the antenna directly to your TV using 
the supplied coaxial cable, and to another audio/video 
device using another coaxial cable. 


BEFORE YOU BEGIN 

Be sure you locate and remove the antenna, horizontal 
elements, and coaxial cable before you store or dispose 
of the packing material. Depending upon your audio/vid- 
eo system setup, you might also need additional cables 
or adapters (available at your local RadioShack store). 

Working With Coaxiai Cabie 

• Do not create very sharp bends or kinks in coaxial 
cable. Tight bends can cause shorts and change the 
cable’s impedance. 

• Do not install coaxial cable where it will have a pulling 
tension of greater than 50 pounds, or where it will be 
crushed, stuffed, wedged, or pinched. 

• Do not expose coaxial cable to a temperature greater 
than 176°F (80°C). Keep the cable away from heat- 
ing vents and water heaters. 

ASSEMBLING THE ANTENNA 

Press both horizontal elements’ end cap plugs into the 
connectors on top of the antenna. 


PLACING THE ANTENNA 

Place the antenna indoors on top of your TV or on any flat 
surface. For the best results, make sure the antenna is as 
high as possible and away from obstructions such as 
metal cabinets or bookshelves. (Higher frequencies are 
noticeably affected by obstructions.) 

Important: Do not place the antenna on top of any metal 
surface such as a file cabinet. This greatly reduces the 
antenna’s ability to receive signals. 


CONNECTING THE ANTENNA 


(illus - show back of antenna with 
coaxial cables being connected to 
both jacks) 


1 . Connect OUTPUT TO TELEVISION on the back of the 
antenna to your TV’s antenna input terminal using the 
supplied 75-ohm coaxial cable. 

• If your TV has screw terminals for VHF/UHF con- 
nection, connect a 75-to-300 ohm transformer 
(such as Cat. No. 15-1140, not supplied) between 
the coaxial cable and the VHF/UHF terminals. 

• If your TV has a 75-ohm VHF connection and a 
300-ohm UHF connection, connect a signal splitter 
(such as Cat. No. 15-1231, not supplied) between 
the coaxial cable and the TV’s VHF/UHF connec- 
tions. 

2. If you have an external audio/video source (such as a 
camcorder, video game console, or direct-to-home 
satellite dish), use another 75-ohm coaxial cable (not 
supplied) to connect INPUT FROM MEDIA on the back 
of the antenna to the audio/video source. 

Viewing VHF and UHF Signais 

1. To set the antenna so 
you can view VHF and 
UHF signals, push in 
the switch on the front 
of the antenna. 
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2. Set the tuning dial on top 
of the antenna for the 
channel you want to 
receive. This tunes the 
antenna for the best recep- 
tion of the channel you 
select. 

3. If reception is poor in your area, rotate the top of the 
antenna in either direction as shown here to adjust it. If 
the reception is still poor, extend both horizontal ele- 
ments to their full width. 

Note: You cannot use the tuning dial on top of the anten- 
na to tune the antenna when the switch on the front of the 
antenna is pulled out.

Viewing Signals from an 
Audio/Video Source 

To pass the audio/video 
source’s signal through the an- 
tenna so you can view it on 
your TV, pull out the switch on 
the front of the antenna. Then 
set your TV’s tuner to the 
channel you specified for the 
audio/video source (3 or 4). 
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
